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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 27, 2005 has been entered. 

2. Claim 5 has been cancelled. 

3. Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 4, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. This is a "written description" rejection, rather than an enablement rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Applicant is directed to the Guidelines for the Examination 
of Patent Applications Under the 35 U.S.C. 1 12 X 1 "Written Description" Requirement, Federal 
Register, Vol. 66, No. 4, pages 1099-1 1 11, Friday January 5, 2001. 
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The claims are drawn to a plant extract containing monomenthyl succinate or a method of 
making this plant extract. However, the specification only discloses extracting monomenthyl 
succinate from plants of the genra Lycium and Mentha. In analyzing whether the written 
description requirement is met for genus claims, it is first determine whether a representative 
number of species have been sufficiently described. In this case, only extracts from Lycium and 
Mentha extract have been described while the claims encompass any plant that could potentially 
have monomenthyl succinate. Applicant has only demonstrated extracts from two genra out of 
thousands of plant genera. This limited information is not deemed sufficient to reasonably 
convey to one skill in the art that applicant was in possession of monomenthyl succinate 
extracted from any other sources at the time the application was filed. Thus, it is concluded that 
the written description requirement is not satisfied for the claimed genus. 
5. Claims 1, 4, 8, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for monomenthyl succinate extracts from Lycium or Mentha, 
does not reasonably provide enablement for monomenthyl succinate containing extracts from 
any other plant source. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate in 
scope with these claims. 

Undue experimentation would be required to practice the invention as claimed due to the 
quantity of experimentation necessary; limited amount of guidance and limited number of 
working examples in the specification; nature of the invention; state of the prior art; relative 
skill level of those in the art; predictability or unpredictability in the art; and breadth of the 
claims. In re Wands, 8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 
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Applicant's claims are broadly drawn to a plant extract containing monomenthyl 
succinate or a method of making this plant extract. Applicant's claims encompass any plant that 
could potentially contain monomenthyl succinate; however, applicant's specification only 
discloses that plants of the genera Lycium or Mentha are known by applicant to contain this 
substance. It is well known in the art that the presence or absence of a particular substance in a 
plant is extremely variable and unpredictable. In order to determine other plant species that 
contain monomenthyl succinate, a person of ordinary skill in the art would be forced to extract 
every possible plant and test for the presence of this substance. This would potentially require 
thousands of experiments. Thus, such testing would require undue experimentation. Therefore, 
the full scope of applicant's claims is not considered enabled because undue experimentation 
would be required to determine what other plant species contain monomenthyl succinate. 

Claim Objections /Allowable Subject Matter 
6. Claims 2, 3, 6, and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
